uaniman's report that Marshal 
Staim isn't ill. as had been widely 
rumored, but is in good health, is 
big news. 


They say no man is indispensable

As 
a supreme and unquestioned head 
of the Soviet Union, Stalin 
wields 
such vast individual power 
that

'One doesn't nave to believe in 
communism or even to agree with 
all of Moscow's actions, in order to 
recognize this fact. Russia has other 
able statesmen, but Stalin's leader- 
ship has been unique. His word is 
accepted by his followers as final, 
and so it lias come about that in 
international affairs his voice is 
the voice of the entire Soviet Union. 
The signs long have been that no 
important decision is taken without 
Stalin's approval. I may have men- 
tioned in a previous column that 
recently I heard an internationally 
known military 
personage 
state 
that the Marshal, not only in name 
but in fact, was the generalissimo 
of the Red 
armies. 
The 
broad 
strategy for the whole Soviet effort 
is said to have been his, and it was 
the opinion of the general in ques- 
tion (who wasn't a Russian) that 
S>talin is one of the great strategists 
of his time. 


What has been true of war has 
been true of other things. The po- 
litical strategy is credited to him. 
And going back a score of years 
to the time when he took over the 
leadership after Lenin's death, we 
imd him charting the great Soviet 
industrial program, after 
ousting 
the fiery Trotsuy who wanted to 
throw all Russia's energy into mak- 
ing^ world revolution. 


Well, now, you couldn't remove a 
captaincy like Stalin's without 
at 
least temporarily causing confusion

And on the way I passed through 


hundreds of my men, herded in 
a place near the west end of the 
Tunnel. They had been rounded 
up while I was on Bataan that af- 
ternoon, and now thev stood there 
unarmed in the hot night, without 
food or water. 


As I passed through them, many 


of those gallant fellows reached out 
and took my hand, or patted me on 
the shoulder and said, "It's 
all 


right. General, you did your best." 


My eyes were filled with tears 
by the time I reached the Tunnel. 


There, as an additional blow, I 


found Jao troops in full command 
of the interior. There were prac- 
tically no American or Filipinos in 
evidence, except the silent men on 
their hospital cots. 


I went immediately to Mnj. Gen. 


George F. Moore and told him that 
I had totally surrendered. To have 
refused any longer. I told him, 
would have caused the annihilation 
of the people of Corregidor, at no 
permanent advantage to the men 
left on the other islands. 


Moore agreed with me that, with 


no aid in sight, a short period of 
continued warfare in the southern 
islands would in no way compen- 
sate for the massacre of the men 
and women on the fortified islands. 


"But I feel I have taken a dread- 


ful step," I concluded. 
I went back to my room with 


Pugh, the sentry following us. We 
threw ourselves on our cots and 
:losed our eyes for the first time 
;ince two nights before. 
_ I sJfept about three hours. At dawn 
Jgt. Carroll came in and awakened 
Tie. He had a cup of coffee which 
le had somehow not only managed 
to get from the hospital but also 
to spirit past the Jap sentry. I 
aroused myself, got up and made 
a point of making myself more re- 
spectable in appearance. 


While I was dressing, a Jap col- 


onel strode into the little room, 
accompanied by the same insolent 
Makamura who had interpreted for 
rTomma. 


"Are you General Wainwright?" 
the Jap 
colonel demanded. 
He 


knew very well that I was. I nod- 
ded. 


"I am Colonel Haba of the Gen- 
jral Staff and .of Lt. Gen. Homma's 
leadquarters," he said.

One of the first details, I knew, 


would be the task of sending word

"After leaving General Homma 


with no agreement between us I

You are hereby ordered 
by me as a senior American Army

"You 
will repeat the complele 
text of this letter, and of such other 
instructions as Colonel Traywick 
may give you, by radio to General 
MacArthur. However, let me em- 
phasize that there must be no 
thought of disregarding these in- 
structions. Failure to fully 
and 


honestly carry them out can have 
only the most disastrous results " 


When Col. Jesse T. 
Traywick 
returned with the typed copy of my 
enforced surrender letter to Ma- 
jor Gen. William F. Sharo Col. 
Habay Ihc Jap in charge of me, 
informed me that he was taking 
me to Manila in the afternoon to 
broadcast these same instruction 
to Sharp and to make similar broad 
casts to Cols. Guillermo Naker and 
J.'P. Hornn, commanders of the 
small force still unconquered in 
northern Luzon. Sharp commanded 
a larger force of Americans and 
Filipinos on Mindanao. 


I balked at the broadcast de- 
mand, for it went against 
my 


grain. 
I t9ld Haba that Sharp 


in all probability would ignore my 
radio orders. An argument began, 
but I suddenly ceased in the mid- 
dle of the debate. For it occurred 
to me that such a broadcast would 


ai rived in Manila in about 
four 


hours. Though it was nearly mid- 
ihght, wo were taken directly to 
Station KZRH. 


Di lying through the slrcets of 


the city—-which I had long-loved— 
was a shock. Although Manila had 
not suffered heavily trom bombing 
or fire at that time, it was a 
ghost city. The last time I hud been 
in the neighborhood of the broad- 
casting station it had had the dazz- 
ling brilliance of Times Square. 
what with its theatres, shops, res- 
'-uiranls and crowded street traf- 
fic. 


Now there was nothing. No one 


was astir. Only an occasional Jap 
army vehicle or a furtive pony cart 
used 
the once 
bustling 
streets. 
Manila was dead. 


We were met at the radio sta- 


tion by a Jap propagandist with 
the smoothest of manners and a 
pure Oxford accent. He ushered us 
inside, gave us some fruit, and 
in a few minutes informed me tnat 
he was ready for my broadcasts. 
Slowly, and repeating myself fre- 


quently, I broadcast the substance 
of the letter to Sharp, and then 
repeated the orders to Cols.

ly lodged against him. 


The 123 counts hold Yamashita 


responsible, as supremo Japanese

57,000 Americans,

others through torture, execution, 
starvation and neglect. 


Yamashita conferred 
frequently 


with his interpreter and his counsel 
as the trial progressed.

The crimes are committed and the 
criminals have been apprehended 
through history's greatest military 
operation. The time for righteous 
vengeance has arrived. 


By ordinary standards the justice

There will bo spokesmen for the 
accused, but there can be no nrc- 
sumption of any innocence. The 
recuid of their intentions is too 
clear; the mute testimony of their 
millions of victims is too damning. 
Sn no one doubts that the United 
Nations court will find the Nazi 
war criminals guilty formally, as 
the world has already found''them 
guilty in actuality. 


When the trial is over, history 


may remember them as the gen- 
ocides—Ihe men guilty, of plotling 
not only Ihe crime of war, which 
Ihe world so long condoned, bul 
also the mass murder and exter- 
mination of a whole race of human 
beings. 


For crimes such as those no 


word yet spoken or written would 
have- sufficed. Now mankind musl 
strive to create a world in which 
the new word genocide need ne- 
ver bo used again.

people, according lo Evelyn A. Pot- 
ter in the Bullelin of Ihe American 
Cancer Society, Inc. 


Public education in cancer has 


been carried an for more than 30 
.years 
by the American Cancer 


Society and at predecessors. Pur- 
pose is to teach lay persons Ihe 
cause, nature, signs and symptoms 
ol' the disease, so (hat those who 
develop accessible cancer can go 
to a physician in the early stages 
and be cured. 


Surveys made 
by 
the Massa- 


chusetts 
Department 
of Public 


Health indicate half of those in- 
interviewed know accesible cancer 
can be cured if detected in time, 
but II was surpirsing to know that 
nearly half 
the people did not 
know this. 
NOT A CONTAGIOUS DISEASE 


Cancer 
is not 
contagious. No 


one has ever contracted cancers 
from anyone else, as cancer is a 
growth which develops in our own 
bodies. 'Two-thirds of those inter- 
viewed knew this, but the other 
one-third still constitute a source 
of difficulty for 
cancer palienls 
and their relatives. In one 
in- 


stance properly could not be sold 
because the house had been oc- 
cupied by an individual with can- 
cer. Canced patients also report 
lack of nursing care because of the 
fear of contagion on the parl of 
those near them. 


Pain is not a symptom 
of be- 


ginning cancer, but as cancer ad- 
vances it becomes painful through 
invasion of the tissues. Palienls 
with accessible 
cancer 
who wait 


for pain to develop before report- 
ing to their physician, greatly de- 
crease their chance of cure. 


Chronic irritation is a common 


cause 
of cancer. Nearly three- 


fourth of the group 
interviewed 
know this. 
OLDER FOLKS M I S I N F O R M E D 
False beliefs concerning the dis- 
ease were more common in older 
person, in those who would be 
expected lo know betler. Many 
thought cancer was due lo bumps, 
falls and bruises, or eating food 


j prepared 
in aluminum vessels, or 


'eating canned foods. Many 
queer 


methods of treatment wore given 
credit for cures, such as the daily 
drinking of champagne and eating 
raw oysters. There is also a com- 
mon belief that only pbysicans who 
advertise that they cure cancer, 
arc successful. 


Magazines, newspapers, 
books 


and pamphlets were found to be 
the best sources of correct cancer 
information. 
Youngsters 
knew 
more about 
cancer 
than their 


parents, 
so cancer 
education 
in 


Ihc schools should be stopped up 
all over the country.

batic ability. 


It became necessary for me to

broke, which happened frequently 
at first. There was enough room 
in the apartment to practice, and 
I did so off and on all day, but it 
was impossible ot keep it up for 
a long stretch, as in dancing or 
tumbling. I am afraid I was a 
flood deal more interested in the 
staircase than in what I was do- 
ing at the Opera Comique. 


As soon as the engagement fin-

at the Comique,

Hall on Montmartre, almost next 
lo (he Casino de Paris. It was 
ownea by the Impresario

bard, who was also the proprietor 


of a very smart night club next 
door.

staircase placed in the center of 
it looked beautiful. 
I was giving 
the rope act in the theater and 
the staircase number in the club—- 
and so required a man assistant 
for both these shows. Up to that 
moment, 1 had used a brother-in- 
law of Armand Saulnier, but he 
could not travel and had a bad 
appearance, so it became neces- 
sary for me to look around for a 
suitable person. 


The agent Andre Meers called 


me one dfty, asking me to ac- 
company him to Joe Zclli's caba- 
ret that night— he had a person 
in mind for me. We sat in the 
balcony when the acts went on. 
and Andre pointed out the man iii 
question. He was not very youiu; 
but well 
built and one of the 


finest tumblers 1 have ever had 
the luck to see. The idea Andre 
had in mind when he .showed him 
to me was that I could probably 
use him not only in my act biit 
also 
for stretching aiid

when I practiced. 


His story was a strange one. for

Chungking, Oct. 20 — (UP)— Un- 


declared civil war gripped China 
today with more than 1,000,000 con- 
lial government and Chinese Com- 
munist troops lighting it out for 
control of 11 key provinces in north, 
east, south and central China. 


Both government and Commun- 


ist, sources acknowledged lhat in- 
ternal strife had reached a 
new 


high pilch while 
so-called unity 


talks dragged or in Chungking with 
no definite solution yet in sight. 


The Communists charged through 
their New China Daily that Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek 
has 


hurled 000,000 central government 
troops against the 
famed 
Com- 


munist Eighth Route Army in north 
China and the new Fourth Army in 
east China. 


Fighting is raging in Shansi, Sui- 


yuan, Shcnsi, Hopeh.. Shantung, Ho- 
nan, Anhwei, Kiangsu, Hupehi Che- 
kiang and Kwaiiglung 
provinces, 
the Now China Daily said. 


Central government spokesman 
countered with charges that 
the 


Communist have launched at least 
three general offensives and 
al- 


ready have seized four important 
cities and 13 districts in 
Shansi 


and Suiyuan provinces. 


Each group accused the other of 
being the aggressor. 


There appeared some danger that 
the civil war would spread to new- 
ly-liberated Manchuria. A United 
Press dispatch irom Hulutao said' 
withdrawing Soviet forces 
were 


turning over Manchurian territory 
to Chinese Communist troops. 


Communist spokesman at Hulutao 
said any attempt by central govern- 
ment forces to occupy Manchuria 
before a complete settlement had 
been reached with the Communist 
regime at Yenan would be fought 
on the beaches and at the great 
wall by the northeastern people's 
army. 


Marshal Yen Hsi-Shan, 
central 
government governor of Shansi pro- 
vince in north-central China, said 
as many as 50 engagements have 
been fought every day since Ja- 
pan's surrender in his province. 


He said the 
Communists 
had 


wrested 
the 
nighway 
town 
of 


Changchih 
in 
southeast 
Shansi 


from his troops Oct. 8 after a five- 
day battle in which the government 
forces suffered 
15,000 
casualties. 
The Communists attacked with 64 
regiments, he said. 


More than 
50,000 
Communists 
now were attacking 
the 
govern- 


ment-held railway junction of Ta- 
tting in northern Shansi, Yen said, 
but his forces were holding firm. 


Yen said the Communists 
had 
added 13 districts of Shansi since 
Japan's surrender to the 17 they 
held previously. Seventy-five 
dis- 


tricts remained in Yen's hands. 


Yen, 
in Chungking to report 
to 


Chiang for the first time in eight 
years, said his troops were fighting 
only in self defense. 


Northwest of Shansi, central gov- 
cnment forces reported they had 
abandoned 
the 
communications 
centers of Fenjjchen 
and 
Liang- 


cheng in the inner Mongolian pro- 
vince of Suiyuan in the face of a 
general offensive by 100,000 Com- 
munist troops. 


Headquarters of Gen. Fu Tso- 


Yi, commander of the 12th war 
zone, reported that he ordered the 
abandonment of the cities "volun- 
tarily, to preserve the peace."
